Hi Tim- 


I do not know the net weight of the marijuana in each of the two bags, but the combined gross weight of the marijuana in the two 
bags is 10.43 grams (A10-03099 = 5.99 grams, Al 0-03100 = 4.44 grams), so the total weight is not over I ounce (or 28.35 grams). 

In general, we are very good about making sure that, if we report less than one ounce for multiple submissions, the combined weight 
is also less than once ounce, esp. if it is the same defendant listed and the drug numbers are sequential. If different 
submissions have different defendants listed but are for the same case, there may be a chance that a combined weight may be over 
the ounce limit as we do not get case numbers from the police, just the defendant's name.
